Thoroughbreds Vary in Their Likes, Dislikes, Moods 
and Eccentricities Pretty Much ns 
Mankind in General Does.

New York. December 1. — Tod Sloan, who will ar- 
rive here on the Adriatic Wednesday or Thursday, 
liaviug !>eeu dc|s»rtcd from England on account of 
atome alleged gambling transaction, has written a 
book of his life in the saddle which recounts many 
little incidents during his career in connection with 
men from the present King of England and his il- 
lustrious father dowu. He deserilies his many vi- 
cissitudes and the varied dispositions of horses he 
lias ridden and the means he had to pursue to make 
them give up their best in raws. One case in par- 
ticular of interest to turfmen on this side of the 
Atlantic is in connection with the horse Lake Shore, 
which in his late years belonged to F. I. Parker. 
It U duriug a discussion of sulkers and erratic 
horses that Sloan says: 

“For instance, 1 remember a colt named Lake 
Shore, on which 1 won four races straight off the 
reel. He was considered an awful sulker and slug- 
gard. As a matter of simple fact he was nothing 
of the kind. He got his had reputation because the 
1 k>js made the mistake of trying to keep him up to 
his work by riding him too hard. I found out that 
it was necessary to fool him. He would not be bul- 
lied. He became angry directly any one on his back 
started— as they generally did — by kicking and pull- 
ing at him, and whipping him. too. My way with 
him was just the reverse. 1 acted as if I were try- 
ing to control him. 1 would tug at his bridle a bit 
and then 1 would give it up — the struggle, 1 mean 
— and he would strike out and for all lie was worth 
under the impression that lie had conquered me. He 
nearly always won when ridden that way because 
he did bis best — on his own account.” 

Few arc tliere who look on the charitable side of a 
horse's race when their choice is defeated. The ten- 
dency to cast reflections on the running of the race 
ami cither the owner or jockey is the subject of 
condemnation. They never stop to think that horses 
ate frequently the cause of inconsistency and that 
ttiders who are not acquainted with the disposition 
of a horse rarely find it out until it is too late. 
Sloan's account of the Lake Shore incident brings 
out an instance of the inconsistency of horses that 
followers of the turf should protit by. It should 
keep them in check lief ore condemnation, for the 
l<ake 8 hore case is only one of hundreds that have 
hapiiened. 

Tile disposition of a thoroughbred can be com- 
pared. in fact i^ almost identical, with that of a 
human being. Horses have their likes and dislikes, 
* their whims and their eccentricities and when 
pleased with their environments they not only 
thrive, but do thiugs with a willingness, that does 
not exist otherwise. It is the first rudiment in 
training a horse to make him comfortable in his 
surrouudings. How often is a race horse given a 
companion? Some will walk a stall all night if 
the old goat lias strayed from the stable or. the dog 
has been taken away. A stable pony is a great ac- 
quisition to a trainer. High strung tlmrougbbreds 
are kept calm ami quiet by a little attention from 
the stable pony. James Rowe has a pony which has 
jogged beside the greatest horses ever raced in 
tills country. He lias acted as a solace to many 
horses that would have lieeome fretful had he not 
lieen at hand and fretting means loss nervous 
energy. Some horses have a don’t care way about 
them and their tempers an* rarely ruffled. Others, 
on the contrary, are excited by the slightest provo- 
cation and it is only the hand of the consoling 
rider or trainer or the presence of the comforting 
stall companion that can bring them back to a 
normal condition. 

Sloan was noted for his ability to make a sulking 
horse do its best. It was to ride the pronounced 
sulking horse. St. Cloud, if memory serves me 
rightly, that the late James R. Keene gave Sloau 
his first opportunity to ride in England. Every 
fashionable rider had tried to get St. ('loud to run 
kiudly but failed. Sloan caused a transformation 
iu the running the horse. He had the happy 
knack of jollying a horse, as it were, as soon as 
he put a leg* over him. Many a time on the way 
to the post he lias lteen seen to smooth out a 
horse’s ears, stroke its neck, pat it and otherwise 
appeal to its fancy. One only lias to imagine the 
effect of such treatment iu preference to licing 
whipped and ynnk«*d about by some less intelligent 
jockey, whose* disposition is pndiahly much worse 
than that of the horse. There is no question that 
Sloan’s story of his life will not only be instructive 
to the present-day riders and those of the future, 
but it should give mauy a follower of the turf an 
insight into the dis|M»sition of horses and cause 
them to reflect before casting aspersions on jockeys, 
owners, trainers and officials. 

The records of the department of commeree show 
that 44.345 horses and 10.094 mules were shipped 
to Europe last September. The total number of 
horses and mules ship|ied to do their part in the 
war since its inception is more than 500.000 head, 
valued at something like $ 100 , 000 , 000 . These fig- 
ures should lie convincing enough that horse brew- 
ing in this country deserves to lie fostered and en- 
couraged rather than cheeked through mollycoddle 
iioiitics. This <*ountry lias been well comlied for 
horses. Now is the time for replenishment and the 
restocking, and its attendant side dishes, meaning 
i-ontests of S|w- 4 *d or racing, should not only lie en- 
couraged in the several states, but should l»e sanc- 
tioned and supervised by the federal government, 
as it is in nearly all European countries.

The master of Idle Hour Farm had his turf operations of this year sadly curtailed by the railway dis- 
aster near Cincinnati, in which some of his horses were killed and others incapacitated for racing. The 
loss of the services of such fleet ones as Brig’s Sister, Bars and Stars and Blood Test was a severe blow to 
tlu fortunes of the stable. Under the circumstances it can lie said that the E. R. Bradley stable made a 
good showing in stable earnings, its total of $17,049 being only $5,572 less than its record in the racing of 
1914. Bradley’s Choice was a go<>d horse and the stable’s best money gainer. He should figure well as a 
handicap horse next year. Bars and Stars was a three-year-old of great speed and promise, which, but for 
its disablement, would almost surely have held the place occupied by Bradley’s Choice at the end of the 
siahle’s racing campaign. Blood Test, Brown Toney and Browneyed Kate contributed usefully to the year’s 
account and the record of the stable was:

— The best card of 
the present season was offered the patrons of racing 
at Juarez this afternoon ami the attendance was iu 
keeping with the offering. A seven-eighths handi- 
cap for all ages and u three-quarters sprint for 
three-year-olds and over were contested by horses 
of good quality and attracted the greatest interest. 

The handicap resulted in a nose victory for (’mi- 
ning Tower, the even money favorite over Wilhite, 
the second choice. The others were beaten off. 
Conning Tower held a good lead in the early run- 
ning. but Wilhite hooked up with him in the stretch 
and the two had it out closely to the finish. Shil- 
ling was a bit overconfident and it nearly cost 
Conning Tower the race. 

Carrie Orme made every post a winning one in the 
third. Her odds receded in the betting, while there 
was heavy backing for Undaunted. The latter was 
the runner up until well into the stretch, then 
Sosius got up to beat her for second place. 

Moonlight, quoted at long odds, won the opening 
race off by himself, with The Monk and Bonnie’s 
Buck, two other outsiders, second and third. 

The second race went to Miss Fielder from the 
Weir stable in a close finish with Old Bob. 

The days now are delightfully warm and the 
track is rapidly working into fast condition, as 
demonstrated by the time recorded. 

John Lowe went through here yesterday on his 
way to New Orleans, where lie will race a string 
of horses numbering about twenty head. 

Recent arrivals include M. Irvine and M. Doyle. 
The latter came from Reno. 

Manager M. J. Winn arrived today from the 
east. 

MORE NEW ARRIVALS AT NEW ORLEANS. 



Wilson and Marrone Stables Reach the Track in 
Good Condition — Pan Zareta Coming. 



New Orleans, La., December 1. — The advance 
brigade of Maryland turfmen reached New Orleans 
yesterday and this morning, when several pre- 
tentious racing establishments arrived at the Pair 
Grounds. Consignments included a division of the 
stable of R. T. Wilscn, president of the Saratoga. 
Association, embracing Hester Prynnc, Wizard. 
Tralee and Plantagenet. Trainer Thomas J. Healey, 
who will be in charge of the racers, is now at 
Belmont Park preparing for the shipment of a half 
dozen of the yearlings recently purchased in England 
for the account of Mr. Wilson. The youngsters 
are intended for a real try-ont duriug the period 
of fifty-seven days’ raeing to be held here. 

Another outfit that reached here this morning and 
should play a prominent part in the Fair Grounds 
racing is that of the Marrone Stable. This band 
embraced the well-known horses J. J. Lillis. Am- 
brose. Northlight, Gallop. Ringling and Dartwortu. 
These horses shipped in good condition and will be 
continued in training. 

The veteran Green B. Morris, who in point of 
active racing service, is the oldest turfman in 
the country, was an arrival this morning. He 
came from Bowie and brought only one racer, the 
filly Rose Juliette. 

Former jockey W. Martin arrived yesterday from 
Sweetwater, Texas, where he has been sojourning 
at the H. S. Newman ranch since the close of Ken- 
tucky racing. He reports that the Newman horses, 
including the crack mare Pan Zareta. will arrive 
here next week. Tliere will be probably fifteen 
horses in the <*onsignment, most of them coming 
two-year-olds bred at the Newman farm. 

General Manager Joseph A. Murphy and Secre- 
tary McLennan will arrive tomorrow from Wash- 
ington and begin preliminary work in connection 
with the racing. Offices have been established 
by the Business Men's Racing Association in the 
Macheca building and will he ready for occupancy 
when Manager Murphy arrives. Arrivals of turf- 
men continue numerous and the city is beginning 
to take on an air such as prevailed in the pros- 
perous days of racing in this community. 

FORMER RACING MAN IN NEW BERTH. 

Roy Carruthers, who was a prominent figure at 
the Oakland race track in the days when raving 
flourished in California, has been promoted from as- 
sistant manager to manager of the Palace Hotel at 
San Francisco. Mr. Carruthers was an intimate 
friend and associate of the late Riley Grannan.

Iloneywood. the four-ycar-old English-bred stal- 
lion by Poly nielus— Honey Bird, that was imported 
by George Wingfield for a reported price of $15,000. 
is going to campaign on the metropolitan track the 
coming summer. At first it was thought that the 
Nevada turfman had secured the English stake 
winner to head his stock farm, but trainer George 
H. Strate announces that Iloneywood will be raced 
after he is mated with six or eight mares in the 
early spring. 

Iloneywood has created a deal of interest since 
he arrived at the Pleasanton track. He looked 
bad after the hard voyage across the Atlantic and 
across the continent, hut Strate lias him looking 
lit now and great tilings are expected of the English 
horse, which is bred in the purple.

The stalile will oiien an extensive campaign at 
the New Orleans meeting on the first of the new 
year and then go up through Kentucky and New 
York. Strate is dickering for a capable jockey to 
do the riding. He is carrying on negotiations to 
secure the little apprentice.

HOW THE GOOD NEWS WAS RECEIVED. 

Tlie announcement lias naturally been received 
with keenest satisfaction by those interested in the 
continuance of the sport. The general feeling may 
lie summarized in the words of a well-known New- 
market trainer, who wires: 

“It will lie a blessing, as instead of owners turn- 
ing out their horses for the winter they will now 
change their minds and give them a chance of 
earning something towards their keep.” 

Newmarket is one of the places mentioned where 
racing is probable, and there are some fifty horses 
that have been kept in training here in anticipation 
of a favorable decision. Many of them have al- 
ready liad preliminary practice over tlie “jumps.” 
Only a few miles away, at Royston. Mr. Whitaker 
lias a large string in training, and thus there is 
not any likelihood of meetings at the headquarters 
failing to attract plenty of runners. Colwall Park, 
one of the most flourishing race courses in the Mid- 
lands. is a convenient place for a number of train- 
ing establishments, while Gatwick, Lingfield, Plump- 
ton. Windsor and Hawthorn Hill can easily secure 
good patronage from tlie south-country trainers. 

The question of jockeys was raised by one well- 
known owner, but his trainer reassured him by say- 
ing. “Don’t worry. There are plenty of good men 
a\ailable who up to now have not had the oppor- 
tunity of showing wliat they can do.” No doubt 
Ireland will also supply some capable jockeys. 

The absence of railway facilities will not matter. 
Sixty motor omnibuses can carry thirty people each, 
and attendances at winter race meetings usually 
average under 2,000. There is. of course, no idea 
on tbe part of the various executives to try and 
make a profit on any of the meetings. It is un- 
derstood the receipts will be “pooled,” and all will 
be satisfied if there is no loss, the renewal of the 
sport Iieing their laudable desire. 

On the decision iieing communicated to some of 
the leading trainers, Mr. Whitaker, the Royston 
trainer, wired. “I think the government lias 
come to a very wise decision. Hope no time will 
be lost In getting to work.” 

Tlie Hon. A. Hastings telegraphed: “Delighted 

to hear of winter racing. Am sure it is the right 
thing. All Wroughtun stables will support if.” 

Mr. F. R. Hunt, the Winchester trainer, said: 
“I am decidedly in favor of winter racing, hut I 
prefer to reserve further expression of my views 
until I have more particulars as to details.” 

Mr. Joseph ('annon, the veteran trainer, tele- 
graphed: “Am very pleased. Cannot see what 

harm can be done by it, whilst it must do good to 
hundreds.” 

Ixird Coventry expressed himself as “delighted 
to hear that the government had agreed to winter 
racing even on a limited scale.” — London Sporting 
Life. 

BIG ENTRIES IN NEXT YEAR’S STAKES. 

New York, December 1. — Entries for the Sara- 
toga stakes for next year are phenomenal. For 
♦he Grand Union and United States Hotel Stakes 
Secretary Earleeker rejiorts 126 entries each. In 
the Spina way. exclusively for fillies, there are 109 
entries. Heretofore seventy-five entries in such 
races were considered good. The Hopeful, a guar- 
anteed stake of $17,500. the cost to start a horse 
Iieing $400, has received 129 nominations. For the 
Grab Bag Handicap, fifty-five subscriptions have 
been sent in. The previous record was thirty-eight. 

For the Metroimlitan Handicap, to he run at Bel- 
mont Dark, there are fifty-seven entries as agaimt 
thirty-seven this year. The Suburban Handicap has 
fifty three entries. In all the minor stakes a like 
increase in the entries is noticeable. 

Alliert Simons has recovered from his operation 
for appendicitis. 

There is no truth in a minor that A. J. Joyner 
will train W. R. Coe’s horses next year. They 
will lie in charge of Jerry Carroll, who lias bail 
charge of the stable heretofore. Mr. Coe intends 
purchasing some English-bred mare for breeding 
purposes. 

The Maryland Jockey Club will hold its annual 
meeting next week and before January will publish 
its annual statement of profits and disbursements 
at Pimlieo during the year, showing, if any, wliat 
excess there is over tlie six per cent, allowed 
stock holders. Any surplus will, as usual, lie do- 
nated to charities of Baltimore city designated bv 
a committee of citizens. 

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Passports may lie denied Henry Ford’s expedi- 
tionary force of pacifists, according to information 
here says a Tribune special from Washington. The 
state ileparement. it appears, is inclined to view 
with alarm Mr. Ford’s plan to attempt to call a 
strike of the fighting men in the trendies in Europe. 
The automobile manufacturer, who lias chartered 
space in the Oscar II. and the Frederick II. to 
carry Hie |ieace contingent, has proposed a scheme 
to send out a wireless call to tlie men in the 
trenches to lay down their arms and march home. 
In view of the trouble caused in this country by 
the schemes of agents of the belligerents, the Ford 
strike proposition has created a good deal of mental 
unrest among the diplomats of tlie state ilepart- 
Although Ford goes upon Ills errand in no 
official capacity, it is deemed not unlikelv that 
the belligerents would seek to hold the United 

States government responsible if lie and his col 
leagues should attempt to interfere with the affairs 
of foreigfi nations by calling iifHin tlie soldiers to 
leave the trenches. The United States lias given 
the belligerents ground for bolding this govern- 

ment to accountability for Ford’s actions by issuing 
passports only to such Americans as could show 

that they were going abroad on legitimate business. 
The United States in this way stands sponsor 

specially for Americans traveling abroad. It is 
tlie opinion of some state department officials that 
the Ford pilgrimage will fizzle out on this side of 
tbe Atlantic. 

Although a searching investigation into the causes 



of the disaster was started by officials of the 
Dupont Powder Company immediately after an ex- 
plosion which caused tbe death of thirty-one work- 
men and the serious injury of six others, in the 
company’s upper Haglcy yards, Tuesday, nothing 
of a tangible nature had been discovered today. 
Every employe who was near the building that 
was destroyed, was put through a thorough ex- 
amination. lint without throwing any light on the 
mystery. Not one of the twenty-six men who were 
in the pcllett packing house, escaped, and there 
is nmv only a big bole in the ground where the 
building stood. Tlie investigators admit that there 
is but little possibility of tbe responsibility ever 
Iieing placed. Charles B. Landis, an official of tlie 
Dupont company, gave out a statement in which he 
said that every precaution had been taken to protect 
the Dupont plants, and that these precautions had 
been redoubled with the receipt of war orders. 

Announcement of the gift to the state of New 
York of an armored train, valued at $150.0<)0, 
and an armored aeroplane, for use of the militia, 
was made Tuesday at Governor Whitman’s budget 
bearing when the national guard appropriations were 
under consideration. It was then announced that 
the military appliances had been donated to tlie 
state by patriotic citizens. Elbert II. Gary and 
Charles M. Schwab. steel manufacturers, have 
promised to contribute the necessary armor plate 
and other metal parts of the train at cost price. 
The flying machine will lie paid for by several 
citizens interested in aviation and military affairs, 
including Rodman Wannamaker, Glenn Curtiss and 
Capt. Lorilard Spencer, the governor’s military 
secretary. 

Monastlr was formally surrendered to the Bul- 
garians on Monday, according to an Athens dis- 
patch to the London l>aily Telegraph. On Sunday. 
Colonel Vassitch. the Serbian commander, informed 
the Greek council of his intention to surrender tlie 
city without lighting, in order to avoid useless 
bloodshed. A commission composed of tlie Greek 
anil Roumanian consuls and high priests was ap- 
pointed to negotiate with the Bulgars as to the 
handing over of the city, and tbe commission went 
to the headquarters of the nearest Bulgur army for 
a conference. Colonel Vassitch left Monastir by 
the last train for Fiorina, while the British consul 
proceeded by automobile to Greek territory with the 
archive*. Railway eommunieatinn. adds the dis- 
patch. has ceased between Monastir and Fiorina. 

Tlie German Reichstag assembled Tuesday for its 
sixth war session — a meeting which will take place 
uuder the influence of two absorbing topics, the 
regulation of the food supply and the aims and con- 
duct of the war. It will also, it Is understood, l>e 
marked by tlie introduction of a new vote of credit 
for the war. presumably for tbe accustomed amount 
of $2,500,000,000, although no definite announce- 
ment in this respect has been maile. The actual 
items already announced for the working program 
of the session include a bill for tbe modification of 
punishments for minor offenses under martial law, 
discussion of the government report against the re- 
duction Of the age limit for old-age pensions from 
seventy to sixty -five years and minor legislative 
projects that are of no great general importance. 

The end of the great war in Europe, Asia anil 
Africa is not in sight, judging from cablegrams 
from tlie warring capitals last night. Andrew 

Bonar Law in London predicted that Britain would 

not receive good news from the Balkans for months, 
but that the allied powers would eventually win. 
Dr. Kaempf, president of the German rcichstag, 
declared that the kaiser’s armies are still strong 
and that tlie starvation plan will not defeat the 
Teutonic nations. A German paper says if neces- 
sary the prisoners in Germany can he killed to save 
food. The French chamber voted to call to the 

colors the boys of 18 and 19 years. This, with 

other developments, is taken to mean that tlie allies 
are planning a giant offensive id the spring. 

Miss Jane Adda ms, who became very ill Monday 
evening at Hull house, is at the Presbyterian hos- 
pital, where I)r. James B. Herrick and four other 
physicians called a consultation today. Miss Ad- 
dams is believed to be suffering from nervous re- 
action following her recent illness of typhoid pneu- 
monia. but there are conditions which may make 
an operation necessary, and this will be decided at 
the medical conference. The removal of Miss Ail- 
dams to the hospital made necessary notification of 
those in charge of the Henry Ford iieace ship plans 
that the “world’s first lady” probably would be un- 
able to accompany the expedition. 

Differences between the United States and Great 
Britain over interference with American ships and 
cargoes took a sensational turn Tuesday night. 
News came to the State Department front three 
parts of the world that three vessels flying the 
American flag were to be requisitioned by the Bri- 
tish government without the formality of prize 
court proceedings. The State Department prepared 
a protest immediately and it was said that it was 
cabled to London late at night. The vessels in- 
volved belong to the American Transatlantic com- 
pany. organized liy Richard Wagner of New York 
and Wisconsin. Great Britain lias questioned their 
American registry, saying ownership was largely 
German. 

From Berlin yesterday a dispatch said: Teutonic 

and Bulgarian troops are across the Serbian fron- 
tier today pursuing tbe fleeing Serbs southward 
through the Albanian mountains. The Serbs are 
making no further organized resistance. Small 
hands of desperate men descend on the pursuing 
forces at every opportunity. The country is so 

broken that opportunities for ambushes are numer- 
ous. In this way detached parties of the invading 
troops have had many bloody engagements. Bul- 
garians are most numerous in this pnrsnit. Every 



effort is made to hold them in a compact body as 
a precaution against the loss of stragglers by the 
Serb guerrillas. In the mountains, however, some 
hreakiug of tlie ranks is inevitable. It has cost 
the Bulgars heavily. Tlie Serbs seldom try to 
take prisoners, hut when they have the advantage, 
slaughter the invaders mercilessly. The purpose 
of the pursuit through Albania is to prevent the 
Serbs from joining the southern army. It is hoped 
to scatter them so completely that few will ac- 
complish this. The Austrians are pushing their 
Montenegrin invasion. Though they are across the 
frontier in some places, the invasion lias not pro- 
gressed far yet. The weather is so bad that it 
is expected to move slowly. Tlie Montenegrins 
are fighting as desperately as the Serbs. They are 
in the field to the last lx>y and old man strong 
enough to hold a gun. Women are also reported 
in the ranks, as was the case in Serbia. 

A London dispatch of Tuesday says: It was 

learned on reliable authority today that the British 4 
government may reopen in the prize court certain " 
eases of the Chicago packers about which there 
has ln*en a serious conflict of opinion. This fol- 
lows along tlie tlieory of representations made bv * 
the British government to Washington that Great 
Britain was anxious to see that all rights of Ameri- 
can shippers were safeguarded while the blockade 
was on. Within the next few days the govern- 
ment will consider several of the packers’ cases. 

It is willing to hear from representatives or the 
packers or from the American government as to 
these eases. Then will be formed a decision on 
further hearings. 

An attempt on the part of Germans to destroy 
munitions plants in Italy is said by the Journal in 
a dispatch from San Remo. Italy, to have been 
discovered by the Turin police. It was learned 
that the plan apparently was Iieing directed from 
Lugano. Switzerland, anil the ease was referred to 
the Swiss police, who arrested a boatman, in his 

C issession were found two boxes, latieleil chncn- 
te. which he was about to ship to Turin. The 
boxes were tilled with dynamite. The Journal’s 
dispatch adds that the arrest of a number of other 
liersons. some of them connected with the German 
consulate, is imminent. 

The Panama Pacific Ex(iosition has entered the 
last week of its existence. Continued interest fa 
the show was emphasized by the re|n»rt that .the 
attendance on Sunday exceeded 165.000. It is 
planned to have the closing day. IH»reml»er 4. cele- 
brated throughout the world by a chain of toasts to 
lie exchanged by radio, telegraph and cable. V lug 
military pageant is on the program, and salutes will 
lie fired from the liartair forts and from tin* war- 
ships in the bay. 

The French class of 1917 was called to the colors 
by vote of the Chamticr of Deputies. Tlie 1917 class 
call sends all boys of eighteen into tlie trenches. It 
means an addition of 230,000 to the fighting force 
of France. The Socialists in the chamber put up a 
desperate fight to prevent the summons. They in- 
sisted that the call should In* delayed, at the earliest 
until March 15. 1916. and that even then It should 
be withheld until every other available man was in 
uniform. i 

At a special meeting of the Chicago Clearing 
Honse Association its niemliers decided in favor of 
subscribing to the proposed loan of $50,000.1)00 to 
aid eight leading banks in England. The new loan 
is secured by $55,000,000 in British government 
bonds, deposited with the Bank of England. It was 
explained that the loan was a transaction between 
American anil British banks and that the govern- 
ment was in no way involved. 

Reports that several members of the Austrian 
cabinet have resigned are confirmed by an auto- 
graph letter from Emperor Francis Joseph, published 
in the Viener Zeitung of Vienna. The emperor 
has accepted the resignation of Dr. Karl Heinold 
d’Cdynski, minister of the interior; Dr. Rudolph 
Schuster von Bonnott, minister of comerce. and 
Baron Engel von Mainfeldon. minister of finance. 

Three milllion seven hundred thousand is tlie 
total number of casualties in the German armies 
during the war up to and including Novemiier 22 
last. That the killed, wounded and missing amount 
to this vast number is shown by the official lists 
of German casualties, including No. 800. which has 
just Iieen received in London. Embraced in these 
lists are 10.500 pages. The newest list maintains 
a daily average of 9.000. 

Announcement was made by the papal legation at 
Washington that at the next consistory, probably 
liefore Christinas. Bishop Denis J. Dougherty, now 
in the diocese of Jaro. Philippine islands, would be 
transferred to the diocese of Buffalo. It was an- 
nounced also that the pope would appoint the Right 
Rev. George William Mundelein, auxiliary bishop of 
Brooklyn, archbishop of Chicago, to summed the 
late Archbishop Quigley. 

Winston Spencer Churchill, who resigned as chan- 
cellor of the Duchy of Lancaster to join Great 
Britain’s forces in the field, is marked liy tlie Lon- 
don Daily Express for early promotion to the rank 
of general with the command of a brigade. Tlie 
paper tells of Ills privations at the front. 

The Westinghonse Machine Company of Pitts- 
burgh. it was announced yesterday, has received 
an order from a foriegn power for the equipment tnj 
four torpedo destroyers with steam turbines. Each 
one of these turbines will lie of 16.000 horsepower 
capacity. The contract price is about $500,000 for 
the four. 

A conference of railroad officials will be held today 
at Temesvar. Hungary, preparatory to the estab- 
lishment of direct express service between Berlin 
and Constantinople, says a Constantinople dispatch 
to -the Frankfurter Zeitung. 
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GREAT TRIPLE CROWN WINNER OF 1886. 

Features in the Career of One of the Grandest 
Horses of Turf History. 

TlHTe is no swb thins as unanimity on any of the 
numerous mundane matters that either insinuate 
themselves or are draped into the realm of con- 
troversy. Maybe it is just as well tliat this is so, 
lor this poor old world of ours would be ail un- 
interesting sort of place if everybody were of one 
mind on everything. At the same *tiuie. if race- 
roers of fairly long standing were asked their 
•pinion as to the greatest race horse of modem 
times, the vast majority would, it is tolerably safe 
to assert, give their vote in favor of Ormonde, 
ami without much hesitation at that. 

One has. however, no intention of entering into 
u argument as to the relative merits of the triple 
Town hero of 1886 anti other renowned turf per- 
formers. It is obviously impossible to get a direct 
lim — or a line of any kind, for that matter — of the 
form of totally distinct pe rusts, but there is no 
gainsaying the fact that Ormonde was a great 
Itorse, and it is sufficient for present purposes to 
deal with him as such. 

Ormonde, which was by Bend Or — Idly Agnes, 
was foaled in 1SS3. which year also witnessed the 
birth of several other animals destined to make turf 
history. Among these were Minting, which was 
successful in the whole of his five efforts as a two- 
year -old: The Bard, also unl»eateu in his first season, 
during which he won no fewer than sixteen races; 
St. Mirin. and Saraband. And yet Ormonde was 
unquestionably the l»est of that wonderful year, 
though the fact was not demonstrated to the satis- 
faction of all until the three-year-old days of these 
celebrities. 

Ormonde did not make his debut until the New- 
market Second tk*tol*er meeting of 1885. by which 
time Minting and The Bard had established big 
reputations. The Duke of Westminster’s colt made 
his first apitearancc in a Post Sweepstakes, in 
which he was opposed by Modwena and Warbler, 
slight odds lieing laid on Modwena. Ormonde, how- 
ever, won by a length, while he subsequently easily 
won the Criterion Stakes ami the Dewhurst Plate, 
this representing his first year’s efforts. 

The following year he experienced a more strenu- 
*us time, taking part in ten races, all of which he 
won. His first essay was in the Two Thousand, 
in which he at last encountered Minting, in addi- 
tion to Saraband. St. Mirin and others. Matthew 
Bawsou. who trained Minting, regarded Mr. Vyner’s 
colt as a champion — and there was no lietter judge 
of a horse's abilities. The public, for the most 
pari, subscribed to Dawson's view and Minting was 
instaihal a good favorite. Saraband also being pre- 
ferred to Ormonde. The last-named, however, won 
omfortably by two lengths from Minting, whose 
trainer was more than astonished, but he accepted 
the |H»sitioii. and Minting was not called upon to 
tackle the. Kingsdere colt in the Derby, lieing, in- 
stead. deputed to run in the Grand Prix de Paris, 
which he had no difficulty iu winning. 

The Bard, however, had a cut at Ormonde in the 
Derby, and. like Minting, was well beaten. Follow- 
ing this the son of Bend Or won the All- Aged Stakes 
and Uardwicke Stakes at Ascot, iu the latter event 
asily defeating Melton, the previo us year’s Derby 
winner. His next outing was in the St. Leger, 
which he won in a canter from St. Mirin. His re- 
maining successes that year were scored in the 
Great Foal Stakes ami the Newmarket St. Legcr at 
the first October meeting, the Champion Stakes, 
and the Free Handicap, receiving forfeit in a 
ITivate Sweepstakes on the last day of the Hough- 
ton meeting. 

By this time, of course, the wonderful racing 
I towers of Bend Or’s win were universally recognised 
and when he reapi>earod as a four-year-old in the 
Rous Memorial Stakes at Ascot, substantial odds 
were laid on his chances against Kilwarlin and 
Agave, which odds were duly landed in the easiest 
fashion. loiter in the year Kilwarlin won the St. 
Leger from the Derby winner of the year. Merry 
Hampton. Twenty-four hours later Ormonde took 
part in the well -remembered Hardwicke Stakes, in 
which he was again opposed by Minting, while Ben- 
digo, one of the greatest handicap horses of any 
time, was also iu the field. A splendid race was 
witnessed between the two first named, Ormonde 
finishing a neck in front of liis great rival, with 
Bendigo well beaten. This race set the seal upon 
the reputation of Ormonde, which ran but once 
subsequently, when, with 33 to 1 laid on him, he 
defeated Whitefriar and Lovegold in the Imperial 
Gold Cup at one of the July meetings at New- 
market. 

It was certainly unfortunate for Mr. Vyner that 
Minting should have been foaled in the same year 
as the Puke of Westminster’s colt, for that Mint- 
ing was an animal well almve the average admits 
of no doubt. His victory in the Jubilee Stakes 
with 140 pounds iu the saddle is sufficient evidence 
of his capabilities, to say nothing of his other 
achievements. In what may lie termed an “ordi- 
nary” year he would probably have swept the classic 
Imard. so to speak. What would he have done. say. 
with such a Derby winner as Merry Hampton, which 
happened to come along a year later? But. there 
it is; the season of 1886 was not an ordinary 
season. 

In ail. Ormonde won sixteen races of the total 
value of $142.325 — a substantial aggregate when it 
is noted that there were no “ten thousand-pound- 
ers’* to help it along. Later he was sold for 
$60,000 to I ton Juan Koran. who eventually trans- 
ferred him to Mr. Macdonough of San Francisco, 
for $150,000. but he returned to England in 1893. 
Ormonde did not obtain the same success at the 
stud as on the traek. but he sired at least one 
good colt in Orme. — “J. F. P.,” in Sporting Life. 

OLD- TIKE FIGURES AT TATTERSALLS. 

There is magic in the sound of “Tattersalls’s 
Ring.” for it is there that fortunes wore formerly 
won and lost, with even greater rapidity than on 
the great altar of Mammon known to mortals as the 
Stock Exchange. Nowadays the “Betting Ring,” 
however, is but a shadow of what it was in the 
palmy days of its existence, when there was no 
daily sporting press to act as “guide, philosopher 
and* friend” to backers of horses. Balmy days those 
were indeed at the period ranging from the late 
“thirties” to the early “sixties” of last eentury. 
the only capital required by a budding bookmaker 
1 m ing a* notebook and a pencil, ami good luck at 
the start. In that long past era “futures” were 
the onlv races l>et on away from the course, the 
genius who invented starting-price betting having 
not yet arisen, and for a race like the Derby or the 
Chester Cup, every animal engaged had admirers, no 
matter how forlorn its chum**. Often enough horses 
that had broken down, or died, weeks or even 
months l»ef.*re hand were supported by the public, 
and as in many cases they were never struck out, 
there was every opportunity for the keei»ers of 
“list” houses to reap a rich harvest. No matter 
wliat won. they were well over round, the prices 
tbev Jaid generally not lieing regnlat«*d in market 
overt- There were, of course, many firms of good 
repute who laid fair prices, but ready -money “list” 
lietting paved the way to many abuses, and betting 
houses, which did a roaring trade, were often found 
with the shutters up when the creditors arrived on 
the following day for the purpose of drawing their 
winnings. This, however, had little or nothing to 
do with the business conducted by bookmakers in 
the ring on the raee course, where, then as now. 
a man’s word was his Isind, whether in the matter 
f wagers in silver or liets running into inanv thous- 
ands of pounds. I-et us now turn to consideration 
i*f some of the early fathers of the ring and briefly 
sketch their careers, their foibles, ami iu not a few 
ases their oddities. 

one of the l*est known of the members of the 
iMMikmaking fraternity in the earlier part of last 
ceuturv was “Crutch” Robinson, who for a period 
of something like thirty years was one of the 
biggest bettors that wielded a pencil in the ring. 
Where he came from and who lie was no one 
seemed to know, but from his dialect it was as- 
inned that the little, lean, wizen-faced person 
ace in question came either from Yorkshire or 
I-aucashire. Rumor had it that he was an ex stable 
lad who iiad been crippled by a kick from a 
horse hence the “crotch.” from which his nick- 
name' was derived. Whether that was the case 
or he was liorn a cripple matters little now; 
soffue it that he soon became a successful bet- 
i j r ,.r tn *!, and one of the originators of the art of 
^making Others of the early professors of 
tl, ( . art or science, as it might lie termed, were 
Jerrv Cloves, Jem Bland Myers ( by vocation a 
but |er>. John Gully. Tommy Swan, of BiHlalo— of 
h * tiii it is recorded that he never bud nor t.s>k but 
.." bet <m a Sunday -Justice, Richards. Mat Mil- 
ton and Crook ford /known to fame as Old 
n*ck v” i Crutch Robinson, like Crock ford. Rids- 
l ile * Gull v Harrv Hill. I’edley and other layers. 
ficunJ as an owner, but not with much suc- 
ks He was supposed to have landed a big stake 
n r St Giles’ Derby, keoplng Mr. Ridsdale’s colt 
f.,r bis book and backing him to boot on the 
strength of information derived from Gully with 
wli.nn Ridsdale was in partnership. One descrip- 
tion of “Cruteb” Robinson shows him as “a 
shrewd-faced wizen’d little man. whose rout hung 
on his back like a towel on a rail leaning on a 
crutch oraekiiig walnuts, and picking his teeth 
with i picket knife- a queer uncouth creature.” 
lie bad an instinctive knowledge of cook -fight ing 
and •» marvelous knack «*f discovering tin* winner 
ZLl uu^me else had any idea which bird would 
"a in Dm* advantage. “Nature.” a writer averred 
wtm knew old Crutch well, “must have broken the 
mold in W which sis* formed the crafty Robinson, 
as he leaned on his crutch with is back against 
the outer wall of the Newmarket Betting Rooms, 
aad with hi* knowing, quiet leer and one hand in 



his pocket argued about Stalybridge Radicals with 
the then Lord Stanley, or offered to ’lay again 
Plenum.’ ” He was always ready to lay against 
hot favorites and generally clinched the deal with 
the remark. “1 mar just as well have thee five 
pun as anybody else.” He never credited reports 
about horses being cither dead-amiss or fit to run 
for a man’s life, and was equally skeptical about 
alleged high trials, and he got many a “five pun” 
out of those that believed in such tales. He knew 
everything almost almut other bookmakers and own- 
ers of liis dav. and “Sylvanus,” a long by-gone 
chronicler of turf worthies and their doings, left 
behind him a word picture of “old Crutch.” which, 
unfortunately, is far too long for reproduction. One 
little conversation between the bookmaker and “Syl- 
vanus” may, however, be given: “I remember once 

asking Robinson, as lie sat at the White Bear, in 
Piccadilly, who the Mr. Hargreaves, the lucky, 
screaming gentleman with the large face and pink 
eyes, was when at home. Old Crutch pursed up 
the corner of his mouth, half closed one eye. and 
with an air of sneering lordliness simply replied, 
‘Who is he v Why. four years agoo he hadna four 
shilling. That’s who he is.’ ‘You suprise me,’ 
answered 1; ‘how can he have got together such 
an amount of money as the ring now gives him 
credit for if he had nothing to commence with?’ 
’How did he get it. retorted the old cripple. ‘Why, 
by going for the gloves, mon, for four years, and 
by nobbling Ratan- that’ll how he’s done it; he 
was put in bv his pal, Sam.’ ” There wns much 
more of such illuminating discourse iu “Sylvanus,” 
but, enlightening as it was, suffice it here to note 
that Ratan was a colt belonging to Croekford, 
t lion an old man, with which he hoped to win the 
Derby of 1814. 

Vrockford had bred Ratan himself, by Buzzard 
out of a mare by Picton, out of a daughter of 
Selim. The colt had won both of the only races 
in which he took part as a juvenile, the New Stakes 
at Ascot and the Criterion Stakes. The latter race 
was run on the now* long disused course finishing 
at the “Top of the Town’ and starting at the Turn 
of the Lands beyond the Rowley Mile winning post. 
He was ridden by Sara Rogers, who also steered him 
f »r the Derby, for which he was heavily backed by 
his owner and started second favorite, but was 
nowhere. A story was current at that time that 
Croekford had died before the Derby was run. but 
that in order that ltaian might run and some of the 
money, at all events, lie saved, the corpse was 
seated in an armchair at the window of his club 
in St. James street, where he was wont to take np 
his position overlooking the street. As a matter of 
fact, he died two days afterward. “Crutch” Robin- 
son’s allusion to the “nobbling” of Ratan probably 
had some warrant, for in the Octolier after the 
Derby the matter was investigated and his jockey 
was warned off Newmarket Hieath, a sentence which 
was remitted three years afterward. Originally a 
fishmonger. Croekford blossomed into a commissioner 
and Iwokniaker, and subsequently lie built a pa- 
latial gambling establishment in St. James street, 
familiarlv known to sportsmen of the day as 
“C rocky’s.” Croekford was a “free fooder” i n tint 
the gilded youth and other frequenters of his man- 
sion were provided with free supjier of a sumpatous 
character, the only charge being an implied stipula- 
tion that tliey in return would try tlieir luck at 
hazard, or, to use an expression in frequent use in 
the newspapers of that period, “indulge in flirtations 
with the elephant’s tooth,” from which material 
the dice — which rattled in their boxes until the 
milkman made liis matutinal round — used in the 
fascinating game were manufactured. All the ce- 
lebrities and notorieties in England were occasional 
or habitual visitors at “Crocky’s,” and Capt. Gro- 
now recorded that the iron duke. Lord Raglan, and 
all the other well-kncrwn military men were now and 
then to be found there. Needless to say, there was 
also a strong contingent of the aristocratic sup- 
jiorters of the turf, inclusive of Lord Chesterfield, 
“the magnificent,” Lord Lichfield, Mr. George Payne, 
Col. I’ Anson. Sir St. Vincent Cotton, etc. Novelists 
and statesmen like llulwer Lyton and Disraeli on 
occasion found their legs lieneath Crockford’s mahog- 
any. the while Croekford himself looked after the 
main chance and sat at his desk apart from the 
hoard of green cloth on which his patrons often 
played for enormous stakes. Best remembered as a 
hell-keeper. Croekford was equally prominent as a 
layer of odds in the ring and at Tattersall’s, and 
soon held a foremost position among the bookmakers. 
He was especially fond of laying such odds as 1,000 
to 10 that no one named the winner of the Derby, 
Oaks and St. Leger. — London Sportsman. 

ENGLAND’S BEST SPRINTERS THIS TEAR. 

The jiositions of certain classes of horses were 
clearly defined at the conelusion of the flat racing 
season at the Newmarket Houghton meeting — at 
any rate, exception can nardly be taken to the 
statement that Pommern was the best three-year- 
old, Fitinella the best juvenile and Son iu Law the 
U*st stayer. It is not nearly so easy, however, to 
come to a just decision where the leading sprinters 
of the year are concerned. Perhaps it never is really 
easy to do so. as the loss of a few lengths at the 
start for a raw or some other untoward circum- 
stance may prevent a horse getting on terms within 
the short distance over which he is competing. 

The first important sprint of the year, the Battby- 
auy Plate at Lincoln, was won by the narrow margin 
of a b**ad by Sir Samuel Scott’s horse, Simile, but 
the event named is a handicap, and as the winner 
was receiving twenty-one pounds from The Boss it 
could hardly lie claimed for liim that he would 
have scored at anything like level weights. Thus 
early in the season, indeed, many people had made 
up their minds that The Boss w’ould take a lot of 
lieating over short distances, and so the son of 
Orby w r as made favorite for the Batthyany. Capt. 
Dewhurst’s horse, however, failed to fulfill anticipa- 
tions. cither at Lincoln or elsewhere, as after his 
defeat on the Carholme he was unplaced for the 
Xorhiton Handicap at Kcmpton Park and for the 
Chesterfield Handicap at the First Extra meeting, 
the latter lieing his last outing. 

At tin* Craven meeting at headquarters we were 
roiut reduced to another fine sprinter in Mr. J. B. 
Joel’s five-year-old tloldeu Sun, which, with 131 
pounds up. scored a comfortable victory in the Craw- 
ford Plate, and judging by what happened later in 
the season it would not be far wrong to assign the 
position of champion over short distances to the 
dark brown son of Suudridge. As to that, however, 
more anon. Another of Mr. J. B. Joel’s horses. 
Parhelion, carrying 126 pounds, inclusive of a seven 
pound penalty for success in the Visitors’ Plate at 
Newmarket, won the Great Surrey Handicap at Ep- 
som, an event which usually falls to a high-class 
sprinter. Amongst Parhelion’s opponents were Civ 
ronis, Yauitie. Armant ami Barbed Wire, all of 
which are exceedingly speedy animals. 

For the next really notable performance in the 
sprinting department we had to wait until the 
owning day of the First Extra meeting, on which 
the New Derhv was decided. Then, it will be re- 
membered. the fields were of altogether extraor- 
dinary dimensions and when Vanitie carried Mr. 
Louis Winans’ odors to the fore in the Chesterfield 
Handicap the American-bred colt had no fewer 
than thirty-six opponents liehind him. The Boss, 
as alreadv remarked, was one of the unplaced lot iu 
this event, and although Vanitie’ s burden was only 
106 pounds, lie subsequently showed that there was 
nothing surprising about his success. 

At the next gathering at headquarters the erratic 
Jameson put up a fine performance in winning the 
Soham Plate under 131 pounds, incidentally giving 
Vanitie. which was this time unplaced, four pounds. 
Jameson, in turn, succumbed to Armant (giviug 
three poinds) in the July Handicap a fortnight 
later, but both horses were unplaced for the Stew- 
ards’ Handicap (the Stewards’ Cup substitute) at 
the Second Extra to tlie lightly weighted Clap Gate. 
At this same meeting Vanitie. in the Chesterfield 
Course Stakes, resumed the sequence broken in the 
Soham Plate, as mentioned above. The son of Ogden 
won after a surprising display of speed by five 
lengths from Torloisk. which, however, had fourteen 
pounds more in the saddle. I have omitted, by the 
wav I find, reference to Torloisk’s previous appear- 
ance. in the Three- Ye-ar-Old Sweepstakes at the 
First Extra, for which he ran his stable companion, 
Volta < level), to a short head. 

I now pass on to the autumn series at Newmarket, 
as Volta palpably threw away the Flying Sweep- 
stakes in September when he bolted out of the 
course and left Patrick. Ciceromar and Vanitie to 
fight for the sp*ils. At the First October we en- 
joyed the satisfaction of seeing Friar Marcus once 
more iu winning colors In the Great Eastern Rail- 
wav Handicap, even though his victory was achieved 
hr the narrow margin of a head. On the following 
dav Torloisk played with liis opponents in the Snall- 
we*l 1 Stakes, carrying 134 pounds and giving much 
weight to others of his own age, and as Mr. Hnlton’s 
colt repeated the dose in the Kennett V late a for ** 
night later he was not unnaturally heralded as Ho- 
liest sprinter, reservation only being made in favor 
of his stable companion. Volta, which, by the way, 
proved capable of winning a mile race on the same 
afternoon. „ „ . , 

Disillusionment with regard to Torloisk’s capa- 
bilities was wen to come. as. pitted against Golden 
Sun. which had not appeared in public since bis 
Crawfurd Stakes victory in the spring, the young 
one. which appeared to 1 m* anything but in love 
with liis task, was well beaten by Mr. J. B. Joel’s 
horse in the Uhallenge Slakes. To the latter, there- 
fore. the sprinting honors of the season appear to 
lieloilg. even if it be open to grave doubt whether 
he eonld have overcome Volta as easily as lie did 
Torloisk <ni the same terms. On tin* last day of the 
season Friar Marcus took the Queen si lerry lbindi«an 
under 116 pounds and it may well be that now the 
mval «-<*li has found his form again he may proceed 
to* far greater triumphs another year. There are 
good grounds for hoping, therefore, that the king’s 
colt will assume championship rank over short courses 
next vear — “Augur” in Loudon Sportiug Life,

CAREER OF ENGLAND’S PREMIER RIDER. 

When Stephen Donogbtie does contrive to top the 
jockeys’ list it is a ease of “Eclipse first: the rest 
nowhere.” Donoghue won his first championship 
last year, at the close of which he was no fewer 
than sixty points ahead of his nearest rival, who 
happened to be J. Clark. He won chief honors 
for the second time during the troublous season 
just Hosed. Of course, opportunities both for 
Donoghue and other knights of the saddle were 
fewer than usual; but. nevertheless, the champion 
claimed a lead of twenty-five points over the 
second in the table. 

Donoghue made liis first appearance on this 
troublous planet somewhere ntioiit thirty years ago. 
Warrington being ids native town, not “somewhere 
in Ireland” as popularly supposed. Most of his 
earlier riding was. however, associated with the 
Emerald Isle, where he was attached to the stable 
of his father-in-law, P. Behan, and that of Michael 
Dawson. 

Six years ago he was practically unknown on this 
side of the St. George’s Channel, though he oc- 
casionally rode here. In 1909 liis winning mounts 
in England totalled hut eight, but a year later 
they had jumped to twenty-seven. The year 1911 
witnessed further progress, Donoghue’s successes 
numbering forty -nine: but there was a slight fall- 
ing <*ff in the following season, when he could 
claim only forty -one wins. In 1913 lie advanced to 
the front with a bound, liis victories totalling 
seventy-eight. During that particular year be rode 
that wonderful colt The Tetrarch in all his raws. 

This brings us to last year. when, as as men- 
tioned at the outset, Donoghue won the champion- 
ship in • a canter. Among his more noteworthy 
triumphs were tlmse on Annecy in tin* Great Metro- 
politan. China Cock in the Liveri>ool Summer Cup, 
Lord Annandale in the Stewards’ Cup tin which 
Mr. Raphael’s horse ran a dead-heat with Golden 
Sun » and Honey wood in the Cambridgeshire. On 
the last-named lie rode one of his finest races, and 
it was said at the time that, he might have won on 
either of the first four concerned in that thrilling 
finish. 

This year he steered Pommern to victory on 
every occasion on which he was in the saddle, and 
as the son of Polyinelus carried off the Two 
Thousand and the substitutes for (In* Dtq*hv ,tud St. 
Leger. our leading rider had tlie distinction of win- 
ning the “Triple Crown.” or what was at all events 
tantamount to it. lie also rode Hare Hill when 
that horse won tlie Chester Clip, while he was also 
on the back of Volta when Lord Carnavon’s good 
colt won the Victoria Cup ami other races. In 
addition, he won his second consecutive Cambridge- 
shire on Silver Tag in the final week of the sea- 
f sou. Donoghue, by the way, seems to have had 



an especial weakness for the big Houghton handi- 
cap. At all events, lie lias won it three times 
within a period of half a dozen years, as in addi- 
tion to his triumphs on Honeywnnd and Silver 
Tag. he also rode Christmas Daisy when that horse 
won the race in 1910. 

Few predictions can he made witii any confidence 
where this uncertain world is concerned, but it 
is fairlv safe to say that, all going well. Stephen 
Donoghue will ride very many more winners in the 
immediate future. — London Sporting Life. 

“TOD” SLOAN’S GREAT HORSEMANSHIP. 

The banishment of “Tod” Sloan fr«>m England 
will give rise to many recollections of incidents 
in the noted rider’s meteoric career. One fine piece 
of horsemanship on liis part is well remembered 
by the followers of the fortunes of Mr. Seagram’s 
stable. That was his victory on old Joe Miller in 
tin* Russet Handicap at Sheepshoad Bay eighteen 
years ago. The Queen’s Plate winner of 1.N94 was 
a cunning rascal three years later, and unwiling 
to do much either in work or in races. He was a 
horse of much more quality than he cared to show, 
and his sluggish disposition made him a difficult 
animal to train. It was commou enough to see 
Mr. Charles Boyle, then in charge of the Waterloo 
horse, play an old trick on Joe in order to get 
him to work fast. When it was his workday at 
Woodbine he was brought out in the morning with 
four or five others iu the set. and the boys on them 
arrayed iu racing colors. They were lined up at 
the head of tlie stretch and sent away as if for 
a race, and Joe Miller would then put some heart 
into liis gallop, as til© surroundings were those 
of an actual contest. Taking a horse of this 
temperament, Sloan had a task of no common diffi- 
culty to get him to run kindly and well enough 
to lieat the reeord, but that is what he ac- 
complished on this occasion. Laying in behind 
Jefferson until into the streteli the second time. 
Joe Miller came on at the right moment, and won 
by half a length, with Rensselaer third, a length 
and a half back. Behind these were Lobengula. 
Don de Oro. Song and Dance. Lincoln II. anti Deer- 
slayer. The distance was a mile ami a half, and 
tlie time. 2:54 ,: ;. stood imlieaten as the record for 
tin* grass course for a good many years. Jim* 
Miller’s weight in tlie handicap was ninetv six 
pounds, hut Sloan was three pounds over. Danny 
Maher, then a featherweight, r.nle the second horse. 
Jefferson, at eighty-five pounds. Sloan’s i»erforiii- 
nnoe was n remarkable demonstration of supreme 
ability to get the ln*st out of a horse, and without 
punishment. lie carried neither whip nor spurs, 
though other riilers found that Joe Miller required 
a lot of rousing before he would extend himself. 
— Francis Nelson in Toronto Globe.
